1 . Claims 20-47 are pending in this office action, claims 1-19 are canceled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on March 5, 2008, is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.

3. Claims 20-47 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach sending a periodic outgoing message from one private network to a 
second private network, so that a device in the first private network can be managed by 
the second private network. This is done without establishing a VPN connection like 
prior art methods use.
